Linoleum Prints 
If you are. interested jn mak- 
Ings such cards, here are sugges- 
tions about how to proceed. 
Linoleum blocks made from hnt- 
tleship linoleum may be purchos- 
ed at mogt art: supply stores, 
aint shops or book — stores. 

ulnt, the Hnoleum » block = with 
white show card paint: so that 
when you start putting on your 
deslgn it ¢an be seen castly for 
cutting, Sometimes, you can 
find these blocks In-white Hnole 
um which do not need to bo 
palnted, Like all printing, the 
sketch and lettering must be 
mude_in reverse, — so -...th 
thing to do is to make yo 
sign on tracing pauper, Put the 
design face down on a henvy 
carbon on the block, and since 
your tracing paper is thin en- 
ough for you to see the deslen 
through the back, you can trace 
kt off. To keep this from slip- 
ping, fasten your, design over 
the block, pinning down the ends 
and. sides with — thumbtacks, 
When you remove this, if there 
Is any doubt about your lines be 
ing clear, go over them carefully 
with Indja Ink. Then with a knife 
or U-shaped. gouga, cut away the 
surface of the block from the 
outlne of your pattern, leaving 
in relief, tho design which you 
are golng to use. 

You are now ready to have the 
the card printed. Notiee I sald 
“have” becausé unless you are 
In‘an art’ class or. have studied 
art at some time,”. you will not 
havo’ the tools available for 
printing your cards in a satlsface 
ory manner, and tho best thing 
‘to ‘do is to take your block to 
a ‘printer and {ot him print

-You-may not want to try the 
linoleum blocks .and perhaps 
you do not have a flalr for pho- 
tography, but-there 1s still a sim- 
ple type of personal card which 
anyone can make.

The bands of cockney boyr, thre 
gangs of Yorkshfre children who 
knock at the doors on Christmas 
Fve, and sing thelr. carols, . don't 
know that they carry on ai 17 
centuries’ old tradition, In all 
probability, they don't care.’ 

Nor are they unduly worried 
about the etymological. origin’ of 
the word carol <A century ago 
the grown-ups’ got excited -nbout 
an explanation which «derived tt 
from the Intin words centare (to 
sing) and rolal—an_ interjection 
expressing joy, Since — then, 
scientists have presented us with 
a few more. explanntions from 
which to choose, Some suggest 
that the word .come from chorus, 
Others ally it to carota, a gure 

nd, circle or coronct, the earliest 
sense given to the word belng 
probnbly “a ring dance’. There 
{a nome suggestion in the word 
coronct of the very old tradition 
according to which the Danish 
atl Anxlo-Snxon kings 
thelr crawns In public” on Christ- 
max Eve. However, it is quite 
possible that the crowns of these 
early Kings have nothing to do 
with the carols, The stress pruob- 
ably Hes on the “ring dince”, 
which used to take place in the 
churches as ecnrly nos 300 A.D,

The crib, sel up in the churches 
or even in private houses was 
the centre of the dance, Arount 
the crib, with its earthen figures 
of the Holy Family, the ox and 
the ass, carols were sung and 
danced. Those carly carols were 
Latin Christmas hymns, written 
to dance tyines. Some of them 
are stilk sung now, having gain- 
ed fame and popularity * throush 
the centurles, The French call- 
ed them nocls, the Germuns 
Wiegenlicder, and  averyvhere 
they representect an early Chris- 
tian concession to pagan ritual, a 
break of the heathen joy of life 
into the defences of carly Chris- 
tian austerity. 

Some of-the Church lenders 
tried to stem the tide ond warn- 
ed the people against. turning the 
Christmas celebratioris into an 
orgy of feasting, singing and 
dancing. One of them, Gregory 
Nazlanzen, lived in the fourth 
century, His call for reflection 
had political reasons; too, The 
stil mighty enemies of Christian- 
ity regarded the noisy. Christmbs 
festivities as a provocation, ‘The 
horrible massacre of Nicomedin, 
in Bithynin, was stil fresh in 
the memory of the Christian 
teachers. There, thousands of 
people—men, women and chil- 


‘dren, of: all ages—had ‘assembled | 
in the temple, to commemorate 


the Nativity. At the height of 
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the’ dancing and singing, troops 
on Diocletian's orders surrounded 
the temple, sect fre to it. All 
those in the church were burnad 
to denth, but the murderous sole 
diery did not stop there. A 
wholesale mnssacre In the pro- 
vince féHowed and nearly 20,000 
people perished within 24 houra, 
» There was, however, no church 
authority stron enough to put a 
complete stop fo carolling, Le. the 
combined exercise of dance and 
song. After the passing of a few 
More centuries, the memorles of 
early Christian persecutions fad- 
ed awny altogether. | Heathen 
countries and thelr kings wern 
converted one after another and 
security war assured to most of 
those professing the Christian 
faith, The descendants of thosa 
who, In Pagan times, hal been 
used to quafY great bowls of wing 
in honouft of Thor or Odin, drank 
them to commemorate the Apos- 
tles, the Virgin and other sacrad 
names. A number of early 
Anglo-Saxon carols ‘are to ‘all 
intents and purposes breech unelinn 
kongs, hoy could not have any- 
thing In common with that ecar- 
lest Natlvity carol mentioned In 
Luke (1. 14) which was sung by 
the angels, a scene so beautifully 
painted and carved by the great- 
est artists of the world. .
